TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS FOR BRITISH GOODS. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence invites applications from 
manufacturers and exporters of British goods who are desirous of extending 
their trade. Such applications should specify the countries for which in- 
formation is desired, and indicate— 


(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires informa- 
tion, and 

(b) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants to he 
informed. 


Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would make 
their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving more precise 
information. If they desire to do an export trade it would be in their 
interest to state whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade 
in countries abroad, whether they are represented by agents there, and it so 
by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their representation. 

Applicants for information as to openings abroad may apply direct to 
H.M. Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the 
British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of 
the Empire, and to H.M. Consular Officers in foreign countries, but it is 
generally desirable that they should apply, m the first wmstance, to the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C. 2, because by the adoption of this course much delay may be avoided 
in those cases in which the Department is already in possession of the 
required information. 





NEW INDUSTRIES ESTABLISHED IN THE UNITED KINGDOM.

VENEZUELA.

September, calls attention to the opportunities 
oy Pharmaceu- which exist in Venezuela tor the sale of United 
tical Preparations. Kingdom drugs and phurmuceutical preparatwns. 
Certain well-known lines of such United Kingdom goods are sold in the 
country, but the annual value of imports of drugs and pharmaceutical pre- 
parations into Venezuela from the United Kingdom only amounts to about 
10 per cent of the value of the total imports of such goods. 

H.M. Vice-Consul suggests that United Kingdom firms might with advan- 
tage adopt the following method of their French competitors :— 

Three French houses represent three groups of French manufacturers of 
patent medicines, and each house has an agent who travels the northern 
republics of South America, and who is authorised to advertise extensively, 
adverti-ing being most essential. The expenses of propaganda are charged 
by each agent to his Paris house, which apportions the expenses among the 
manufacturers forming the group the house represents. 

The German share in the imports of drugs and pharmaceutical preparations 
into Venezuela has now to a large extent been secured by the United States, 
but Mr. Rees is of opinion that this trade will revert to Germany after the 
war unless United Kingdom firms avail themselves of existing opportunities 
for obtaining a greatly-increased share of it.

OPENINGS FOR TRADE IN ALL 
COUNTRIES ABROAD. 





Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential inform- 
ation as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
may, upon application, have their names placed on a Special Register at the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received from His 
Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in 
the British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of 
the Empire, and from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, 
supplemented by information frora other sources available to the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines of trade 
to which the information to be sent to them should relate, and a classified 
list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration with this object. 
During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued (to the number of 128,662 
copies) to firms on the Special Register interested in the particular branches 
of trade to which the circulars related. 

A small charge is made for the service, which includes the reqular supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal.” Firms whose names are inscribed on the 
Register are required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, 7, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 1. 

The “Journal” itself contains information as to oyenings for British 
trade abroad and as to other matters of interest to British traders generally. 
Information published in it is not repeated by circular to firms whose names 
are on the Special Register; the confidential information communicated to 
the latter is confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published 
in the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names inscribed on 
the Special Register should apply in writing to the Comptroller-General of 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
K.C. 2, for the necessary form of application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Trade.

PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 
Amendments in and Additions to List. 


An Order-of-Council, dated 18th October, 1917, orders that the Schedule to 
the Proclamation, dated 10th May, 1917 (see pp. 360-75 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 17th May, 1917), as amended by the Orders-of-Council 
of 22nd June, 15th July, and 14th and 28th August (to which references 
have been made in the “ Journal”), prohibiting the exportation from the 
United Kingdom of certain articles to certain or all destinations,* should 


be amended, as follows :— 


(1) That the following headings should be deleted :— 
(a) Aluminium, alloys of aluminium and manufactures of aluminium ; 
(c) Arsenical ore ; 
Chemicals, etc., the following :— 
(c) Arsenic, compounds of arseni¢, and mixtures containing 
ar-enic; 
(A) Cresol, compounds and preparations of cresol /fexcept 
saponitied cresol) and nitro-cresol;

THE WAR RISKS INSURANCE SCHEME. 


‘“‘Approved” Vessels, and Transhipment. 

With the approval of the Board of Trade, the facilities of the above 

Scheme are now extended by the following addition to the Certificate of 
Insurance, viz. :— 

“Tt is hereby agreed that this Certificate of Insurance shall apply to 
goods carried on any vessel on the British register, the within expressed 
limitation to vessels insured under His Mayjesty’s Government's War 
Risks Insurance Scheme notwithstanding.” 

Referring to the notice, of which the following is a copy, published by the 
War Risks Insurance Office on or about the 4th May, 1917, viz. :— 

“In view of the uncertainty, in the existing conditions as to the 
steamer or steamers into which transhipment may be made during the 
ocean voyage, it has been decided by the War Risks Insurance Office, 
with the approval of the Board of Trade, that if the original coasting 
steamer (if any) and ocean steamer are both eligible under His Majesty’s 
Government War Risks Insurance Scheme, the warranty of shipment 
by an approved vessel shall be deemed to have been complied with for 
the whole voyage irrespective of any subsequent transhipment,” 

it has now, with the approval of the Board of ‘Trade, been further decided 
that in any case in which goods are shipped under a “through” bill of 
lading issued by or on behalf of any British steamship line, so that the goods 
shall be carried for the main ocean voyage from the transhipping port to 
their destination in a British steamer or steamers of such line, then the said 
goods shall be insurable under the Government scheme at and from the port 
of original shipment, even though the first part of-the voyage be made in a 
steamer not otherwise entitling to insurance under the scheme.

SEIZURE |OF GOODS OF SUSPECTED ENEMY ORIGIN. 


The Fifth Supplement, dated 18th October, to the “ London Gazette” 
of 16th October comprises a list of goods which have been seized by the 
directions of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise, under the Customs 
Laws, as being of suspected enemy origin. The particulars given in respect 
of each item are: Date of arrival of the vessel carrying the goods; numbers 
of letter packets and parcels; description of contents; persons purporting 
to be consignors ; and addressees.

PASSENGER STEAMER CERTIFICATES GRANTED BY THE 
GOVERNMENTS OF BOMBAY AND BENGAL. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 23rd October, made under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, orders that the certificates granted by the Governments 
of Bombay and Bengal, respectively, for passenger steamers, shall be of the 
same force as if they had been granted for the same purpose in the United 
Kingdom under the provisions of the Acts relating to merchant shipping ; 
that all the provisions of the said Acts which relate to certificates granted 
for passenger steamers under those Acts shall apply to the certiticates 
referred to in this Order without modification; and that during the con- 
tinuance of the present war the modifications in the Orders-in-Council, dated 
26th June, 1884, and 17th October, 1884, be suspended. 





COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS AND RAILWAY RESTRICTIONS. 


Mr. Wardle, M.P., Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, received 
on 19th October a small deputation introduced by Mr. Jacobsen, M.P., from 
the United Kingdom Commercial Travellers’ Association who desired to 
urge on the Board of Trade that commercial travellers should be relieved of 
the present increases in railway fares. 

Mr. Wardle pointed out that the difficulties under which the British rail- 
way companies are labouring are much more severe than they were at the 
beginning of the year. Many more than 500 locomotives have been sent abroad 
for the purposes of the war and some thousands of locomotives are awaiting 
repairs which cannot be undertaken owing to shortage of materials and 
labour, while over 160,000 men have been released by the railway companies 
for military service. Although the train services have been seriously 
reduced a greatly increased traffic has to be dealt with by the railway 
companies. 

In these circumstances the Board of Trade desire again to urge upon the 
public the absolute necessity of reducing to the utmost possible extent calls 
upon the railway companies involved by the conveyance of passengers and 
goods. The Government would be most reluctant to place any further 
restrictions on travelling by railway, but the ever increasing demands on the 
railways may make such a step necessary unless the public willingly refrain 
from using the railways except in cases of absolute necessity. 





RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN POTASSIUM COMPOUNDS. 


The Minister of Munitions has issued an Order to the effect.that no person 
may, as from the date of the Order (17th October) until further notice, offer 
to purchase, purchase or take delivery of any potassium compounds as defined 
in paragraph 3 below, except under and in accordance with the terms of a 
licence issued on behalf of the Minister of Munitions by the Controller of 
Potash Production, or offer to sell, sell, supply or deliver any such potassium 
compounds to any person other than the holder of such a licence and in 
accordance with the terms thereof; provided that no such licence will be 
required (a) by the Admiralty or War Office, and (6) by any person for the 
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Government Notices affecting Trade. 





RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN Potassium COMPOUNDS. 


purchase and delivery of potassium compound in quantities not exceeding in 
weight an aggreyate of 3 lb. avoirdupois during any one calendar month. 

All persons must furnish returns to the Controller of Potash Production at 
the times and in the manner prescribed by him of all potassium compounds 
held in stock by them or otherwise under their control, or manufactured, 
produced, bought, sold or otherwise dealt in by them. 

The potassium compounds to which this Order relates are caustic potash 
(KOH), chloride or muriate of potash (KC,), carbonate of potash (K,CQO,), 
and sulphate of potash (K,SO,), whether in a pure or in acommercial form, 
and any material (other than blast furnace dust referred to in the Order of 
the Minister of Munitions of 7th August, 1917—see notice on p. 275 of the 
“ Board of ‘Trade Journal” of 9th August), of which more than ten per cent. 
consists of any one or more of the above.

MAXIMUM PRICES FIXED FOR COMPOUND FERTILISERS. 
Correction.

6d. a ton in order to 
meet the increased wages of the miners and others employed in the coal 
industry, all household coal delivered on or after the 15th October is liable 
to the additional charge, although ordered prior to that date. 





PETROLEUM EXECUTIVE. 
Director of Technical Investigations Appointed. 


Sir Boverton Redwood, Bart., Director of Petroleum Research, who has been 
Adviser on Petroleum to the various Departments of the Government for 
many years, has been appointed by Mr. Walter Long to be Director of Technical 
Investigations in the recently created Petroleum Executive, with a view to 
his dealing with technical questions of the highest importance, including the 
co-ordination of the work of petroleum production and that of petruleum 
research. In order to devote himself to his new duties Sir Boverton 
Redwoud will cease to act as Director of Petroleum Research.

THE PAPER RESTRICTION (POSTERS AND CIRCULARS) 
CONSOLIDATION ORDER, 1917. 


The Board of Trade have made the following Order, dated 22nd October 
consolidating the two Orders* restricting the use of paper for the purpose of 
posters, catalogues, price lists, and advertising circulars, dated respectively 
2nd and 17th March last, and the two General Licences* granted by the 
Board under the first of these Orders, and dated 18th April and 20th August 
last, respectively :— 

Posters. 

1. (a) In this Order the expression “ poster ’’ means a sheet or sheets made 
wholly or partly of paper, cardboard, or other similar material, containing 
any advertisement, announcement, or intimation, whether in words, pictorial 
form or otherwise, printed, written or depicted, which is exhibited or intended 
to be exhibited ; 

(6) An announcement, advertisement, or intimation consisting of any 
combination of posters shall be treated as one poster ; 

(c) In the case of posters relating to the advertisement of or contents 
in any newspaper or periodical, the expression “ poster” includes posters 
made of any material whatever. 

2. No person shall exhibit or cause or permit to be exhibited any poster 
relating to the advertisement of or contents in any newspaper or periodical 
except at the premises where the newspaper or periodical is published. 

3. No person shall make or exhibit, or cause or permit to be made or 
exhibited any poster the superfivial measurements of which exceed two 
thousand four hundred square inches. 

4. No person shall exhibit or affix or cause or permit to be exhibited or 
affixed on any one wall, hoarding or place, a number of posters relating to 
the same subject matter or business which in the aggregate exceed a super- 
ficial area of two thousand four hundred square inches, except at the place of 
business of the person advertising, in which case no one poster so exhibited 
or affixed shall exceed the superficial area aforesaid. 

5. No person shall exhibit or cause or permit to be exhibited, any poster 
containing any advertisement, announcement, or intimation with respect to 
goods offered for sale by a retailer except at the premises where such goods 
are offered for sale, nor any poster containing any advertisement, announce- 
ment or intimation with respect to the business of a moneylender, bookmaker, 
commission agent for the making or placing of bets and wagers or with 
respect to any competition involving guessing or any test of skill. 


Advertising Circulars. 


6. In this Order the expression “ advertising circulars ” includes advertise- 
ments (other than posters) issued gratuitously and printed or written on 
paper, cardboard, or other similar material; tradesmen’s catalogues and price 
lists; advertising sheets or periodicals in the form of a newspaper or 
magazine, whether registered as a newspaper or not, which are distributed 
gratuitously, and of which advertising is the main and not merely an 
ancillary purpose; diaries, almanacks, and calendars issued gratuitonsly and 
containing advertising matter. 

7. Save as in hereinafter provided no person shall issue or despatch 
any advertising circular, either by post, by hand, in the form of inset or 
otherwise, whether the same is issued or despatched by a trader to a trader, 
or in response to a request in writing or otherwise. 

8. Advertising circulars may until 3lst January, 1918, be issued and 
despatched within the United Kingdom for, by and on behalf of all persons, 
other than those mentioned in paragraph 13 hereof, provided that the total 
weight of paper used for such advertising circulars (including the envelopes

or wrappers) between 20th day of August, 1917, and 31st day of January, 1918, 
shall not exceed one-third of that used by the person by or on whose behalf 
the same were issued or despatched within the United Kingdom between 
Ist August, 1916, and 3lst January, 1917. 

9. In the case of advertising circulars relating to seeds and plants for the 
growing of foodstuffs one half of the total weight of paper used by the person 
by or on whose behalf the same were issued and despatched between 
Ist August, 1914,and 5lst January, 1915, shall be substituted for the total 
weight of paper permitted to be used by paragraph 8; provided that in the 
case of advertising circulars relating both to seeds or plants for foodstuffs 
and other seeds, plants or goods the part relating to such other seeds, plants 
or goods must not exceed one-third of the total weight calculated as in 
paragraph 8. 

10. Nothing in this Order shall apply to diaries, almanacks and calendars 
containing advertising matter for gratuitous issue for the year 1918, which 
were printed or partly printed before 10th day of September, I917, and 
which contain no more advertising matter than was contained in the issue 
made for the same person for the year 1917, and which are not made for or 
issued by the persons mentioned in paragraph 13 hereof, nor to circulars 
requesting verification of information for books of reference and containing 
no advertising matter other than that relating to books of reference 
published by the same person. 

11. Nothing in this Order applies to circulars relating to the purchase, 
sale, or dealing in, or to price lists of, any stocks, shares, debentures, bonds 
or securities of a like nature issued or despatched by members of the London 
Stock Exchange or of any provincial Stock Exchange represented on the 
Council of Associated Stock Exchanges. 

12. Advertising circulars and price lists of the class mentioned in the last 
paragraph may be issued or distributed by any person other than a member 
of a Stock Exchange referred to in the last paragraph, provided that the 
total weight of paper used for such circulars issued or distributed between 
20th August, 1917, and 3lst January, 1918, does not exceed that allowed in 
paragraph 8 of this Order. 

13. No advertising circular shall be made, printed, issued, despatched or 
exhibited for, by or on behalf of any registered moneylender, bookmaker, 
commission agent for the making or placing of any bets or wagers, or by the 
promoters of or persons interested in any guessing competition or test of skill. 

14, Where it appears to the Board of Trade or the Royal Commission on 
Paper that the total weight of paper used by or on behalf of any person for 
advertising circulars issued or despatched by him between Ist August, 1916, 
and $list January, 1917, or in the case of those circulars mentioned in para- 
graph 9, between Ist August, 1914, and 3lst January, 1915, was unreasonable 
or excessive having regard to the nature and importance of the business or 
matter referred to in such circulars and all the circumstances of the case, 
the Board or Royal Commission on Paper may by notice in writing directed 
to such person prescribe the total weight of paper that may be used by such 
persons for advertising circulars issued or despatched between the dates 
mentioned in paragraphs 8 and 9 of this Order, and such weight may be less 
than that permitted by those paragraphs and shall be the total weight which 
such person is hereby permitted to use for the purpose aforesaid. 

15. All persons who make, print, issue, despatch, distribute or publish 
advertising circulars shall, if and when required by the Royal Commission 
on Paper on behalf of the Board of Trade, make returns to the said Commis- 
sion in such form and giving such particulars as they may direct as to the 
ne printing, issuing, despatch, distribution or publication of advertising 
circulars.

16. Nothing in this Order applies to posters or advertising circulars 
despatched or to be despatched by persons (other than those mentioned in 
paragraph 15) to persons abroad. 

17. The Paper Restriction Order, 1917, and the Paper Restriction Order, 
1917 (No. 2), and the General Licences granted under the Paper Restriction 
Order, 1917, are hereby revoked without prejudice to any act or thing done 
or suffered or to any penalty incurred or prosecution or proceeding which 
has been or may be instituted thereunder. 

* 18. The Royal Commission on Paper on behalf of the Board of Trade may 
in such cases as they think fit and either particularly as respects any person 
or thing or generally as respects any class of persons or things issue Licences 
dispensing with the application of this Order to any person or thing or any 
class of persons or things. 

19. Where the fulfilment by any person of any contract is interfered with 
by the necessity on the part of himself or any other person of complying 
with any provision of this Order, that necessity shall be a good defence to 
any action or proceeding taken against that person in respect of the non- 
fulfilment of the contract so far as it is due to that interference. 

20. Infringements of this Order are summary offences under the Defence 
of the Realm Regulations. 

21. This Order may be cited as the Paper Restriction (Posters and 
Circulars) Consolidation Order, 1917. 





FUNCTIONS OF INTERNATIONAL SUGAR COMMITTEE. 


As there appears to be some misunderstanding as to the exact scope of the 
functions of the International Sugar Committee now sitting at Washington, 
the Royal Commission on the Sugar Supply desires it to be known that 
Mr. Herbert Hoover, the United States Food Administrator, after consulta- 
tion with the Royal Commission, has recently appointed an Advisory 
Committee to which he has given the above designation. This Committee 
was appointed with the full concurrence of the Royal Commission, and its 
functions are strictly limited to the purchase, on behalf of the Allies, of the 
sugars required by them from Cuba and the United States of America. The 
Committee includes two nominees of the Royal Commission, Sir Joseph 
White Todd, Bart, one of its members, and Mr. John Ramsey Drake, who 
will represent the interests not only of the United Kingdom, but also of 
those Allies for whom the Royal Commission has hitherto acted as purchas- 
ing agent. 

The Committee has no functions or powers beyond that of making 
purchases fur the Allies in the markets indicated, and it is not in any way 
concerned with the allocation of the sugars, so purchased for Europe, 
amongst the Allies interested therein. 

The purchase of sugars required by the Allies, including the United 
States, in markets other than those indicated, will be undertaken by the 
Royal Commission, which alone is authorised to make, and is responsible for 
such purchases. 





MINISTRY OF FOOD NOTIFICATIONS. 


The following Orders and Announcements have been issued by the Ministry 
of Food :— 

The Tea (Provisional Prices) Order, 1917. 

By the above Order, which is dated 17th October, it is provided that no tea 
of Classes A, B. or C, under the 90 per cent. Tea Control, 1917, may be sold 
at prices exceeding the prices permitted under that scheme, and that no tea 
other than of those classes may be sold after 51st October at a price exceeding 
4s. per lb. In Ireland the Food Control Committee may, subject to any 
directions of the Food Controller, vary such prices either generally or in any 
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particular case. When tea is delivered a charge not exceeding a halfpenny 
per pound may be added, or any reasonable sum actually paid by the seller 
for carriage. 

The Sugar (Sales for Ireland Returns) Order, 1917. 


By the above Order, which is dated 20th October, all persons carrying oa 
business in Great Britain as wholesale dealers in sugar are required to make 
a return specifying any customers in Ireland to whom they supply sugar, 
together with particulars of the amounts of sugar so supplied. 

This return must be made not later than 35lst October upon a form which 
can be obtained upon application to the Ministry of Food, 41, Park Street, 
London, W. l. 

Maximum Price of American Lard. 


By a General Licence, made on 17th October under the Bacon, Ham, and 
Lard (Maximum Prices) Order, 1917, the maximum price of American lard 
has been raised by 6s. a cwt. 


The Intoxicating Liquor (Output and Delivery) Order, No. 3. 
Correction. 

With reference to the notice under the above heading on p. 130 of the 
* Board of ‘rade Journal” of 18th October, it is notified that the following 
corrected announcement is substituted therefor :— 

An Order, entitled as above, and dated 16th October, permits under 
specified conditions during the current quarter the brewing by accepting 
brewers of 20 per cent. increase standard barrelage over the barrelage other- 
wise permitted under the Intoxicating Liquor (Output and Delivery) Order, 
1917, dated 2%th March last, and permits a further 133 per cent. of such 
increase for allocation by the Food Controller to brewers supplying neces- 
sitous munition areas. 





CO-OPERATION BETWEEN EMPLOYERS AND 
EMPLOY ED. 


Adoption by War Cabinet of Report of Sub-Committee of the 
Reconstruction Committee. 


In July last a circular letter was addressed by the Ministry of Labour to 
all the principal Employers’ Associations and Trade Unions (see p. 18 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 5th July last), asking for their views on the 
proposals made in the Report of the Whitley Committee on Joint Standing 
Industrial Councils. As a result of the replies which have been received 
from a large number of Employers’ organisations and Trade Unions generally 
favouring the adoption of those pruposals, the War Cabinet have decided to 
adopt the Report as part of the policy which they hope to see carried into 
effect in the field of industrial reconstruction. 

In order that the precise effect of this decision may not be misunderstood, 
the Minister of Labour has addressed a circular letter, dated 20th October, 
to a considerable number of Associations of Employers and Employed draw- 
ing attention to one or two points which have been raised in the communi- 
cations made to the Ministry on the subject, and on which some misappre- 
hension appears to exist in some quarters. Accompanying this letter is an 
Appendix to the Whitley Committee’s Report, being questions addressed by 
the Reconstruction Committee to the Whitley Committee in order to make 
clear certain points which appeared to call for further elucidation, together 
with the answers to these questions.

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COMPANIES LEGISLATION IN CANADA. 


Position of Dominion Chartered Companies in regard to the Ontario 
Provincial Enactment. 


With reference to the notice on p. 282 of the * Board of Trade Journal” 
of 9th August relative to companies legislation in Canada, the Imperial 
Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) has forwarded a copy of the 
judgments given in two friendly actions brought to test the validity of “ The 
Extra-Provincial Corporations Act” of the Province of Ontario, in relation 
to companies incorporated by Dominion authority under the Canada 
Companies Act. 

One action was brought at the instance of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association. The Attorney-General of Ontario intervened in this case, and 
also brought the second action on behalf of the Province, in order to ensure 
the right to appeal. The defendants in both cases were a company incor- 
porated by letters patent under the Canada Companies Act. The two actions 
were argued together. 

'’'he decision given was to the effect that the Provincial Knactment was wlira 
vires of the Provincial Legislature, and that it was not necessary for a 
Dominion trading company to take out a licence under the Act before carrying 
on business in Ontario. It was also held that a company incorporated under 
Dominion law cannot hold Jand in the Province without a licence from the 
Provincial authorities. No reasons are given for this latter decision, but it 
is stated that the incapacity arises, not because of the Extra-Provincial Cor- 
porations Act, but because of the Mortmain and Charitable Uses Act. 

Commenting on this decision, the “ Monetary 'l'imes ” (‘loronto) points out 
that it does not necessarily apply to all companies incorporated under 
the Dominion Act. ‘he objects of the defendant company in the cases 
above-mentioned clearly identified it as a “trading” company. It may be, 
adds the publication referred to, that every manufacturing company can le 
similarly identified, but this should not be too implicitly assumed.

COMPANY FORMED IN CANADA TO DEVELOP JAPANESE 
TRADE. 


The Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada reports, under date 14th 
September, the incorporation in Canada of a company styled “ The Associated 
Industries of Japan,” with head office at Vancouver. It is stated that the 
company comprises some 160 Japanese manufacturers, and that travellers 
have been engaged for the solicitation of business both in Canada and in 
the United States. It would appear that this company is organised on 
similar lines to agencies such as are already established throughout the 
Dominion and the United States, whereby a given firm represents a number 
of different manutacturers having their headquarters in the United Kingdom 
or elsewhere, with the possible difference that in Japan the various factories 
ally themselves and perhaps have a head office ir that country, to which 
all enquiries from their agents in the Dominion, the United States, and 
elsewhere, are addressed. H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Office points out that 
if this is the case the arrangements must tend to economy in cabling 
expenses and probably in a saving of time as regards replies. 

The particular organisation here referred to would seem to be prepared to 
quote prices for any Japanese commodities that may be asked for. Its 
sample room in Vancouver suggests, however, that textiles, fancy goods, etc. 
are the commodities in which the company is chiefly interested.

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AUSTRALIAN BUDGET FOR 1917-18 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. G.T. Milne) has forwarded an 
extract from the “ Melbourne Age”’ of recent date which contains particulars 
of the Federal Budget for 1917-18, presented to the Commonwealth House 
of Representatives by the Australian Treasurer on 8th August. It appears 
that the revenue estimated to be required for 1917-18 is £35,181,655, as 
compared with £54,035,173 raised in 1916-17. 

Customs and Hecise revenue.—Revenue derived from this source in the 
Commonwealth reached its highest in ]915-16, when receipts amounted to 
£16,934,103 ; in 1916-17 it produced £15,606,441, and for the current financial 
year it is estimated that only £13,650,000 will be received, even without 
allowing for any reduction of revenue resulting from the policy of the 
Government in relation to the prohibition of imports of luxuries. 

Direct tawation.—It is estimated that the sum of £10,650,000 will result 
from direct taxation in the Commonwealth in 1917-18, as compared with an 
actual total of £8,916,572 in 1916-17. ‘The estimated revenue from the 
various sources is as follows, the relative figures for 1916-17 being given 
within brackets :—Land tax, £2,110,000 (£2,121,847) ; income tax, £5,915,000 
(£5,622,026); special income tax, non-participants, £500,000 ; succession duties, 
£900,000 (£1,062,013); entertainments tax, £225,000 (£110,686); and war time 
profits tax, £1,000,000. 

The Commonwealth Treasurer stated that the present systems of collecting 
Commonwealth and State direct taxation are unsatisfactory, and that the 
Government hopes to introduce an amending Income 'l'ax Assessment Bill. 
It is the intention of the Federal Government to urge the various State 
Governments to adopt the Federal Income T'ax Act as their own, and to 
authorise the Commonwealth Taxation Department to collect the State taxes 
at rates tixed by the State Governments. 

New taxation.—The proposals of the Government in respect of new 
taxation are (1) the war time profits tax, estimated to produce £1,000,000 for 
the two years 1915-16 and 1916-17; (2) an additional income tax ot 10 per 
cent. (with a minimum of £10 in each case) on single men, and widowers 
without children, between the ages of 21 and 45 years of age, who have not 
enlisted in the Australian Imperial Forces. This tax is estimated to produce 
£500,000 during the year 1917-18. 

Expenditure.—The total expenditure in 1917-18 out of revenue, not includ- 
ing war expenditure, is estimated at £24,174,481, including £1,257,617 
devoted to new works in the various States. In Australia it is the general 
practice to arrange with the Federal Government to borrow money on their 
behalf. A sum of £4,301,530 was budgeted for this purpose in 1916-17. 

Under war expenditure out of loan are included a sum of £2,550,000 
estimated to be required for advances to the various States for the construc- 
tion and erection of silos tor wheat storage, and a sum of £2,000,000 for the 
purpose of settling returned soldiers on the land. 

Tbe proposed expenditure of the Federal Government for 1917-18 on works 
to be paid for out of loan is £2,742,725. The works include the following :— 
Naval bases, works and establishments, £660,000; construction of fleet, 
£400,000; general arsenal, £200,000; Commonwealth railways, £676,161 ; 
conduits and laying wires underground, £270,811; and acetate of lime 
factory, £55,405. (D.C.1. 46,978.) 





COMPLETION OF AUSTRALIAN TRANS-CONTINENTAL 
RAILWAY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 710 of the “ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 
28th June last relative to the progress made in the construction of the 
Australian Trans-continental Railway, telegraphic information from Sydney 
has been received from an unofficial source to the effect that the railway was 
completed on 17th October, and that the first trial passenger train was run on 
22nd October. 

| Note-—The total length of the Trans-continental Railway is 1,051 miles. 
It connects Port Augusta (South Australia) and Kalgoorlie (Western 
Australia). } 
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SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Johannesburg (Lieut.-Col. C. A. C. 
Tremeer, D.S.O.) has forwarded, under date Ist September, a copy of the 
Annual Report for 1916-17 of the South African National Union, which 
refers, inter alia, to the work of the South African Industries Advisory 
Board and of the Scientific and Technical Committee of the Department of 
Mines and Industries. The object of the Board is to investigate the raw 
products and industrial resources of the country, and to advise the Minister 
of Mines and Industries on industrial matters generally, with a special view 
to the encouragement of industries in South Africa, The Scientific and 
Technical Committee was appointed on the suggestion of the Industries 
Advisory Board to advise in regard to the scientific aspect of the develop- 
ment of industries. 

The Secretary of the Department of Mines and Industries has summarised 
as follows the scheme of work which the Committee has undertaken :— 
(a) In addition to providing for industrial research, the co-ordination as 
far as possible of all industrial investigations and research in South Africa, 
and the collection and dissemination of data emanating therefrom; (0) co- 
ordination with other Government Departments and with similar Depart- 
ments of the United Kingdom and the Dominions to obtain information 
already available, to avoid overlapping, and to take advantage of facilities for 
research not available in this country. The acquisition and utilisation in arts 
and manufactures of knowledge already in existence in countries which are 
more highly developed industrially than South Africa; (c) carrying out an 
economic survey of the natural resources of South Africa and the furnishing 
of advice in regard to the best methods ot utilising such resources; ‘d) the 
furnishing of advice with regard to the best methods of attacking industrial 
problems in the improvement of facilities for manufacture in suitable 
localities; (e) the co-ordination of various industries to obtain combined 
results, and the exchange between user and manufacturer of manufacturing 
improvements and operating experience; (f/) the standardisation of scientific 
and industrial quantities affecting the efficiency of production and the 
accuracy of statistics; (g) educational work, such as lecturing, the publica- 
tion of technical information and the establishment of technical museums in 
suitable localities. 

It is proposed to publish a monthly or quarterly Industrial Journal, con- 
taining reports on the fifty-two subjects with which it is proposed to deal in 
the first instance. These subjects extend over a wide range, and an invita- 
tion has been issued to persons in possession of reliable information upon 
any vf them and willing to contribute the same, to communicate with the 
Secretary of the Scientific and Technical Committee of the Department of 
Mines and Industries at Pretoria.

USE OF “ANZAC” IN TRADE. 
Decision of the Governor of St. Lucia. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the “ Anzac (Restriction on 
Trade Use of Word) Ordinance, 1917” (No. 8 of 1917) of St. Lucia, which 
comes into operation on 10th November next, and which prohibits the 
use in connection with any trade, business, calling or profession of the word 
* Anzac,” or of any word closely resembling that word, without the authority 
of a Secretary ot State, given on the request of the Government of the 
Commonwealth of Australia or of the Dominion of New Zealand. ‘This 
prohibition is to apply notwithstanding such word forms part of any trade 
mark, or the name of any company or society or other body, which had been 
registered before the passing of the Ordinance. 

{ Note.-—The respective Governments of the United Kingdom, Australia, 
Canada, New Zeaiand, and Grenada have already taken similar action. ]

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TRADE OF THE SUDAN IN 1916. 


The following particulars respecting the trade of the Sudan in 1916 are 
taken from the Report for that year of the Director of the Suian Central 
Economic Board, a copy of which has been received through the courtesy 
of the European Traffic Manager in London of the Sudan Government 
Railways :— 

Imports.—The value of imports into the Sudan in 1916, inclusive of Govern- 
ment stores, amounted to £E. 2,661,468, as compared with £E. 1,704,250 in 
1915, an increase of £H. 957,215, or 56 per cent. The principal item amongst 
the imports was, as usual, cotton piece goods, the increase in the value of 
which indicates clearly the prosperity of the native population. Indeed, as 
a consequence of the excellent harvests of the last two years and the high 
prices at which cereals, gum, senna and other products have been selling, 
followed now by the extra: wordinary rise in cotton prices, there is much money 
in the hands of the natives. 

‘The value of imports as a whole in 1916 was swollen by the rise in prices 
of imported goods, but all the items on the list. with a few trifling excep- 
tions, also showed increases in quantities. In the case of all items which 
appeal strongly to popular tastes, such as cotton fabrics, sugar, coffee, tea, 
and spices, the value of the import trade rose considerably. 

Imports from British territory in 1916 amounted in value to £E. 2,241,888, as 
compared with £K. 1,405,489 in 1915, an increase of over 59 per cent. The 
British share of the total import trade in 1916 was $4 per cent.

Exports.—The value of exports during the year 1916 amounted to the 
record total of £E. 2,288,403, as compared with £E. 1,577,991 in 1915. 

Exports to British territory amounted in value to £E. 1,718,198, as com- 
pared with £E.1,077,5U5 in 1915, and represented 75 per cent. of the total 
exports.

A plant is being installed at Port Sudan to enable heavy oil to be imported 
and delivered in bulk, and this small beginning may lead to interesting 
results in the use of fuel oil on river steamers for the transport of produce. 
This is a development which may affect the future of the country very 
closely in connection with new wheat growing sehemes in the Dongola and 
Berber Provinces. | 

In order to augment food supplies in Egypt, large areas in the Northern 
Sudan are being put as fast as possible under wheat cultivation by means of 
pump irrigation. When this and other irrigation schemes are completed it 
is hoped that the area under wheat in Northern Sudan will be increased 
by some 50,000 acres. (D.C.1. 48,849.)

FRENCH IMPORT RESTRICTIONS. 


Issue of Import Licences by the French Ministry of Commerce in respect 
of certain goods of United Kingdom origin. 


With reference to the notice at pages 31-33 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” for the 4th October, giving a list (based on the nomenclature of the 
French Customs Tariff) of the articles excepted from the general arrange- 
ment for the issue of French import licences in London, the Board of Trade 
understand, from information received through the Foreign Office, that the 
French Ministry of Commerce have now issued to Frenck importers licences 
authorising the importation from the United Kingdom of certain quantities 
of goods of the kinds included in that list. 

The quantities of such goods which will be allowed to be imported under 
licence is, under the recent agreement between H.M. Government and the 
French Government, restricted to 50 per cent. of the average imports into 
France from this country during the three years 1914-1916, and the quantities 
to be so imported are being allocated to the various French importers in 
proportion to their importations from this country during the year 
1916. The licences now issuea by the French Government (issued on the 
17th October in the case of “ jute tissues,” “ tissues and hosiery of cotton,” 
and “ tissues and hosiery of wool,” and on the 22nd October in the case of 
“animal and vegetable oils and fats, stearic and oleic acids,” “soap,” and 
“candies ”’) enable French importers, within the period of validity of the 
licence (i.e., 90 days from the date of issue), to import four-fifths of the 
quantities which, in virtue of the arrangement referred to above, they are 
entitled to import during the three months from the Ist September last to 
the 30th November; and licences in respect of the remaining one-fifth will be 
issued subsequently. 

In this connection it should be mentioned that, in virtue of a decision of 
the French Ministry of Finance, dated the 20th August, the French Customs 
authorities have been instructed to admit, without authorisation, all goods, 
irrespective of the country of origin, which were paid for before the 31st 
July, 1917. In the case of partial payments, goods were to be allowed in, 
without licence, to the extent to which they are covered by such partial 
payment. Consignments of goods from the United Kingdom of the kinds 
specified in the list given on pages 31-33 of the “ Boari of Trade Journal” 
for the 4th October, which are entitled to admission under this decision, are, 
not, of course, deducted from the amounts of such goods which are entitled 
to admission under the Anglo-French agreement referred to in the preceding 
paragraph. Consignments from the United Kingdom of such restricted 
goods which had reached French ports by the lst September, but which 
were not entitled to admission without licence under the decision just 
referred to, have been released under the terms of the agreement, but the 
amounts so released are debited against the total amounts to be imported, 
under licence, during the three months from the lst September to the 30th 
November. (C. 15,546; C. 13,979.) 
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TRADE OF NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES WITH 
UNITED STATES AND JAPAN IN 1916. 


The late British Consul-General at Batavia (Mr. W. R. D. Beckett, C.M.G.) 
furnished, under date 27th July, the following particulars of the trade of the 
Netherlands East Indies with the United States and with Japan in 1916:— 


United States. 


The total value of imports into the Netherlands East Indies from the 
United States in 1916 was £2,097,000, as compared with £1,255,000, £808,000 
and £753,000 in 1915, 1914 and 1913, respectively. It will thus be seen that 
imports from the United States have nearly trebled in value since 1913. 


Motor cars headed the list of imports from the United States in 1916 with 
a total of 2 234, valued at £404,000; kerosene oil was imported in 1916 to the 
value of £391,000, a figure slightly above the average for the preceding three 
years; tinplates and tinware showed a large increase in value when compared 
with 1913, the values being £132,000 and £3,200, respectively ; and machinery, 
iron and steel goods, leather goods, motor tyres, copper and brass goods, type- 
writers, paper, wire nails, railway rolling stock, and lamps and furniture all 
showed increases in 1916 when compared with previous years. 

The diversion of Dutch shipping from the ordinary routes to Europe to 
the route eastward via the Panama Canal in 1916, was of great assistance 
to trade with the United States. 


The total value of exports from the Netherlands East Indies to the United 
States in the years 1913-14-15 amounted to £1,111,000, £1,359,000 and 
£3,334,000, respectively. 

The total value of exports to the United States in 1916 is not yet available, 
but an approximate figure would be £7,000,000, as compared with £1.111,000 
in 1913; exports to the United States from Java alone in 1916 were valued at 
£5,708,000, which amount did not include rubber to the value of £1,000,000 
shipped from Sumatra. Exports of rubber to the United States are increas- 
ing, as out of a total production of 33,000 tons of rubber in the Netherlands 
East Indies in 1916, 12,000 tons were shipped to the United States, as com- 
pared with 6,500 tons in 1915. The value of tin exported to the United States 
from Java and Madura alone in 1916 amounted to £1,990,000. More than half 
of the total production of tin in the Netherlands East Indies in 1916 was 
exported to the United States, and shipments to that country of cassava, 
kapok, pepper, hides, and coconut-oil all showed increases in 1916 over 
previous years. 


Japan. 


we he value of imports into the Netherlands East Indies from Japan in 1916 
was £3,140,000, as compared with £1,070,000, £550,000 and £564,000 in 1915 
1914 and 1913, respectively. It will thus be seen that imports trom Japan 
greatly increased in 1916, being nearly six tires the value of imports in 1913. 


The foliowing articles chiefly contributed to the increase :—Piece goods 
generally, cement. yarns, clothing, fancy goods, earthenware, perfumery, paper, 
glusswure, and copper and brass goods. 


Exports from the Netherlands East Indies to Japan in 1916 were valued at 
£1,182.000, as compared with £1,302,000, £1,600,000 and £3,000,000 in 1915, 
1914 and 19138, respectively. The decline in the value of exports to Japan is 
entirely due to a large falling-off in exports of sugar to that country. The 
other principal exports to Japan were quinine salts, copra, essential oils, and 


fibres. (D.C.1. 48,269.) 
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DEVELOPMENT OF AMERICAN TRADE AND 
INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS IN RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché in Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) writes, under date 
2nd September, that American business men are undoubtedly very much 
alive to future economic openings in Russia tor their manufactures, capital 
and enterprise. Not much business is being done at present; indeed it is not 
possible that much can be achieved under existing conditions, when projects 
and calculations for participation in Russian industrial enterprises must of 
necessity be largely speculative. It is apparent, however, that Americans 
mean business. They seem to have confidence in Russia's more or less speedy 
and sure recuperative capacity. 


Import and Export Trade. 


Since the beginning of the war Americans have turned their attention to 
the Russian market, and have been very prominent there in their endeavours 
to obtain orders, aud, in general, to utilise to the full the openings presented 
by the elimination of previously predominant German trade activities and by 
the restrictions and practical difficulties of all sorts attending the trade of 
the Allies. As a result, Americans have been visiting Russia in considerable 
numbers and are even doing so under the present most adverse conditions, 
when no export or import business, apart from Governmeut orders, can be 
done. 

Moreover, previously to the war American trade with Russia was com- 
paratively small, the only two categories of American goods that reached 
any appreciable figures in Russia's im»ort trade being raw cotton and certain 
classes of agricultural machinery, which formed seven-eighths of the total 
imports frora the United States, while Russia’s exports 10 America were 
still less, amounting to slightly over £1,000,000 in value per annum, and con- 
sisting in the main of raw products, such as_ hides and skins, wool, etc. 

The war gave an opportunity to American enterprise, which hitherto, 
except in the two branches mentioned, had been somewhat backward and 
indifferent as regards Russia. 

With the war orders placed in the United States by the Allies, resulting in 
a vast accumulation of gold and an increase in production beyond the 
requirements of the home market, the United States were compelled turther 
to develup foreign markets and to seek investments abroad, and therefore 
turned their attention to the openings in Russia for capital, enterprise, and 
expert assistance for the development of Russian resources. Business men 
from the United States visited Russia in increasing numbers with a view 
to immediate and future business. The imports from the United States 
rapidly increased; in 1916, for instance, the value of imports from that 
country was fivefold that in 1913, the chief increases taking place in metals, 
metal goods, machinery, rolling stock, woollen manufactures, and footwear. 
The demand in Russia for all sorts of articles was very large, and the 
possibiiities of obtaining supplies from the Allies were constantly diminish- 
ing. Ina word, the Americans did their utmost to make good the oppor- 
tunities for increased trade. 

Besides individual efforts in this direction the Russo-American Chambers 
of Commerce in New York and in Moscow largely developed their activities. 
Early this year a Branch of the National City Bank of New York was 
opened at Petrograd. Previonsly, a combine of some forty American engi- 
neering firms, started operations in Petrograd for the sale of their goods 
in Russia. It is understood, however, that this enterprise has not been a 
success. A Russo-American Committee is being formed at Petroyrad to 
concentrate Government and private endeavours in the promotion of the 
Russo-American entente, and to develop direct trade intercourse between 
the two countries by placing American organising and technical experience 
and capital at the disposal of Russian industry. 

A Petrograd paper states that the representative of a group of American 
manufacturers was recently received by the Minister of Commerce to raise 
the question of direct relations of American firms with Russian Co-operative 
Associations in the supply of articles of necessity. 
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Development of American Trade and Industrial Interests 1» Russia. 





. Missions. 


Various Official or public missions despatched this year from the United 
States to Russia, including that of Senator Root, the Stevens Railway 
Mission which was sent to give expert assistance and advice for the regula- 
tion of transport on the Siberian Railway, and a Red Cross Mission now in 
Russia, all containing business experts, have been much tothe fore in drawing 
attention to the capacity of the United States for supplying Russia’s 
necessities, 

Railway and Mining Concessions. 

In a recently published interview, the Director of the Railway Mission, 
while careful to state that the aim of this Mission is to give material help in 
money and means of equipment, but that it has no authority, as a Commission, 
to conclude negotiations for concessions, etc., adds that these could be 
arranged with private American firms. Doubtless the financial and business 
experts accompanying these Missions, acting in their individual capacity or 
on behalf of American groups, have had under consideration various future 
openings for Americar enterprise. Negotiations for various railway con- 
cessions are mentioned, including, so it is said, the purchase or control of 
various private lines, such as the Vladikavkas railway and the construction 
and exploitation of the proposed Moscow-Donetz line. The opportunities 
for mining enterprise in Russia, too, are mentioned as attracting the 
attention of American financial interests. 

The Special Conference for Mining Affairs in Petrograd recently discussed 
the question of openings for American capital in Russian mining industries, 
the Director of the Mining Department, in a paper read by him onthe subject, 
pointing to the Russian Far East, Sakhalin, the Altai, and other Siberian 
regions as offering suitable openings in this respect. He emphasised, however, 
that the Government does not propose to create any monopolised position for 
American capital in the mining industry, as it desires to attract other capital, 
both Russian and foreign, though in particular regions and in certain 
gpa of enterprise American capital may be preferable. Coming to 
the concrete question as to where at the present moment openings might 
be offered to American capital, the Conference named the following :— 
Oil mining in the Island of Sakhalin, on condition of the participation 
there of Russian capital; coal mining in the Far East in connection with 
railway and port construction; the gold-dredging industry; gold mining in 
the Altai region; iron ore mining in the Southern Ural district ; coal mining 
in the Kuznetsk region; the installation of coking furnaces and coal mining 
in South Russia; the cement industry; and copper mining and the utilisa- 
tion of water power in the Caucasus. 


Municipal Loans, Public Works, etc. 

Besides railway and mining works, Americans are said to be examining 
openings or seeking investments for their capital and enterprise in Russian 
municipal loans and public works, in the construction of shipbuilding yards 
in Russia and otherwise in the development of Russia’s mercantile marine, 
in the development of the timber resources and oil industries of the country, 
und in the further extension of the supply of American agricultural 
machinery, either direct or through American works in Russia. A 
Petrograd official paper reports in a recent issue that the Local Economic 
Government Department in Petrograd has submitted to the United States 
Ambassador and to the American Consulate a Memorandum on the condition 
and progress of Russian towns, with a view to the attraction of American 
capital to Russian municipal enterprise. (D.C.1L. 47,178.) 
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CO-OPERATION IN AMERICAN EXPORT TRADE. 
Report by the Federal Trade Commission. 

The Department of Commercial Intelligence is in reccipt of a Report on 
Co-operation in the American Export Trade, which has been made to the 
President of the United States by the Federal Trade Commission. This 
Commission was set up by an Act of Congress to investigate, from time to 
time, trade conditions in and with foreign countries where associations, 
combinations, or practices of manufacturers, merchants or traders, or other 
conditions, may affect the foreign trade of the United States, and to make 
such recommendations as it deemed advisable. 

The Report is a comprehensive investigation of competitive conditions 
affecting Americans in international trade. It deals with the advisability ot 
co-operation in American export trade, the outstanding facts regarding the 
amount and trend of the foreign trade of the United States and its im- 
portance being set forth. An analysis of these facts shows that the United 
States is becoming less and less an agricultural country and more and more 
an industrial one. Imports of foodstuffs and of raw materials are increasing, 
and exports of products of forests, mines and factories now comprise more 
than two-thirds of all the export business of the country. 

A large section of the Report is devoted to an examination of the com- 
petitive conditions which American export trade has had to nmieet in the 
markets of the world, and the comprehensive business organisation of the 
great commercial countries who are its rivals in those markets. Reference is 
made to the co-ordination of the transport facilities, banks and industrial 
companies of these competing countries (the United Kingdom, Germany, 
France, Japan, etc.), which enables them to hold their domestic markets and 
to push out into the export field in competition with other countries. This 
section includes an examination of the German cartels. 

A chapter is devoted to competitive conditions in South American trade, 
owing to the special interest attaching thereto, and to the possibilities of its 
development. 

The Report also deals with a number of the particular industries that are 
most vital, actually or potentially, to export commerce, and discusses the 
operation of foreign selling combinations in those industries and the 
feasibility of American export combinations in them. ‘The industries so 
dealt with are: Blast furnace and rolling-mill products, machinery and 
railway rolling stock, textiles, electrical goods, chemicals, phosphate rock, 
Portland cement, lumber, and coal. ‘There is also a discussion of several 
import buying-combinations that handle as a unit the buying of raw 
materials or commodities for their membership. 

It appears that doubt as to the effect of the anti-trust laws of the United 
States has operated in many cases to prevent the formation of co-operative 
organisation for the development of American export trade, and in the final 
chapter of the Report the Commission recommends that declaratory and 
permissive legis'ation should be enacted to remove the present doubt as to 
the law and to establish clearly the legality of such co-operation. The 
Commission believes that were this done American exporters would be 
enabled to compete in foreign markets on more nearly equal terms with 
foreign competitors.

LIQUIDATION OF ENEMY BUSINESSES IN SIAM. 

The Acting British Consul-General at Bangkok (Mr. R. S. Le May) writes, 
under date 12th August, that consequent on the declaration of war against 
Germany by the Siamese Government, and the promulgation of a Siamese 
Law forbidding trade with subjects of enemy countries, the Minister of 
Finance has issued a Notification, dated 9th August, to the effect that all 
enemy businesses in Siam are to be wound up, and has appointed liquidators 
for that purpose. The Acting Consul-General has forwarded copies of this 
notification and of several others, containing the names of the enemy firms to 
be wound up and of the liquidators appointed, and these may be consulted by 
British firms interested at the Department of Commercial Intelligence.

account, by a Decree of the Minister of Commerce dated the 17th/30th 
August, which was published in the official “'l'rade Gazette” of Petrograd 
for the 5th/18th September :— 


Procedure in connection with 
the issue of Import Licences 


1. A special licence is necessary for the import into Russia by all sea 
frontiers, by the whole of the Russo-Finnish frontier, and via the station 
Manteburi of the Asiatie frontier, of all private goods not destined for the 
national defence, and accepted for despatch (against bills of lading, way 
bills, postal declarations and other documents certifying the date of despatch) 
on and after Ist/l4th September, 1917. The above rule does not apply to 
goods included in the list annexed to Section ITI. of the Decree ot the 
Provisional Government of 29th June/1]2th July, 1917.* 


2. Applications for import licences must be addressed to the Department 
of Industry at the Ministry of Commerce, for examination by a Special 
Committee, formed at the Department mentioned, in connection with the 
import of foreign goods. The decisions of the Committee shall be subject to 
confirmation by the Minister of Commerce. 

3. Licences, if granted, will be for the import of a definite quantity of 
gvods, which may be imported in one consignment or in partial consignments, 
within the term of validity of the licence. 


4, Applications for import licences must be addressed to the Department 
of Industry by the consignees of the goods or their agents. 


5. Applications must be submitted in duplicate, one of which is to be 
accompanied by the requisite number of revenue stamps, and must contain 
the following details concerning the kind of goods and their weight (and, in 
the case of their being forwarded by parcel post, the number ot parcels) :— 
the tonnage required, the place of despatch. the name and address of the 
shipper, the place of destination, the name and address of the consignee, the 
route by which the goods are to be imported (naming the ports of despatch 
and destination and the Russian Custom House of clearanceft), the method and 
conditions of payment for the goods, the amount of foreign currency required’ 
(giving the total value of the goods, including treight and insurance), the 
proposed date of despatch of the goods, and an account of the steps taken for 
obtaining licences from foreign Governments with regard to the order, and 
the export or transit of the goods (in cases where such licences are required). 
Applications must be accompanied (if possible) by certificates of competent 
Departments, Institutions cr Organisations, such as Cotton, Cloth, Flax, 
Paper or Leather Committees, Industrial or Commercial representative 
Associations, ete., concerning the urgent need of the Russian market for the 
goods which it is designed to import into Russia. 


6. On examining the application, the Committee will decide whether the 
licence shall be granted (in full or partly), or refused, and, in the former 
case, the applicant will obtain an import licence from the Department of 
Industry, valid for fowr months from the date of the licence. The Depart- 
ment of Industry will notify the competent agent of the Ministry of 
Commerce abroad concerning the issue of the licence. (C. 15,504.)

In this case, as also in the case of such exports 
as may be allowed under licence, the Customs authorities of, the French 
Zone will require a bond from the exporter, which will be cancelled if 
documentary proof is produced (within a period of 100 days) of the arrival 
of the goods at the port of destination. (C. 15,522.)

NIGERIA.

fees; the relief of distressed seamen and the succouring of ships’ passengers ; 
unseaworthy ships; the survey of passenger steamers; the navigation of 
inland waters; and the licensing of boats.

H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. A. Cooke) has furnished, 
under date 18th September, the following particulars of 
tae the increased cost of various services in Russia affect- 
Fares etc ing al] internal traffic and trade, as well as the import 

. and export trades :-— 

As from 10th/23rd June, 1917, the existing goods rates on Russian rail- 
ways by fast trains or otherwise, and whether chargeable by weight or 
otherwise, were raised 200 per cent., passengers’ luggage excepted. The 
increase applies also to Russian railways in the Far East, and to through 
traffic on the Chinese- Eastern (Manchurian) railway, but not to the Petrograd- 
Bielostroff section of the Finnish railways. On the Finnish railways a rise 
of 20 per cent. was enforced from 16th February/Ist March, 1917, except

between Petrograd and Bielostroff, where it was enforced from 12th/25th 
May, 1917. From 10th/23rd June passengers’ fares and luggage charges on 
Russian railways were raised 50 per cent. on all lines and for all through and 
mixed (land and water) communications so far as the Russian sections of these 
routes are concerned. Supplementary express charges were also raised. 
These increases do not apply to the Petrograd-Bielostroft section of the 
Finnish railways nor to the Petrograd-Sestroretz line (on which the passenger 
fares had already been raised). 

From 10th/23rd June the following increases per poud were made in the sup- 
plementary station charges:—For station charges, from 0°7 copecks to 3 
copecks, from 0°5 copecks to 2 copecks, and from 0°+ and 0°2 copecks to 1 
copeck ; for loading, from 0°3 copecks to 2 copecks; for discharging, from 
0°2 copecks to 1 copeck; and for re-loading, from 0°5 copecks to 3 copecks. 

A recent issue of the “'Torgovo Promyshlennaya Gazeta” (Petrograd) 
points to the large increase in the wages of railway employees, and to the 
great increase in prices of railway material of all kinds—fuel, metal, 
sleepers, etc.—as the causes of the increased rates, in addition to which, 
owing to the fall of the rouble in payment of coupons, etc., some of the 
private railways incurred large losses in realising their loans abroad. 

The rate for coal from the Donetz (South Russia) coal region to 
Petrograd, instead of being 15 copecks per poud, as formerly, is now 45 
copecks, and to Moscow 36 copecks instead of as formerly 12 copecks. ‘The 
“Gazeta’’ points out that in order to carry on the railway system these 
additional goods charges are inevitable. 

Mr. Cooke remarks that, considering the great and continual fall in the 
value of the rouble, the increase of rates is only on a line with the enormous 
increase in the prices of all goods in Russia, and of all charges whatsoever. 
Thus, electric tramway fares in Petrograd are now 15 copecks instead of 5 
copecks, internal postage costs 15 copecks per half-ounce instead of 7 copecks, 
and ail other internal postage rates have likewise been raised, while internal 
telegram and telephone rates have been largely increased, and a tax imposed 
on each telephone apparatus. All customs duties and other dues and taxes 
have been largely increased, and new taxes of various kinds imposed. 
Shipping rates and the cost of cartage of all kinds, and cab fares, have 
enormously increased. The daily papers have also risen greatly in price.

The Decree is to the effect that the restrictions 
imposed by the earlier Decree are to apply also to the following goods as 
from 15th September :—Boats and vehicles ; bark; fir and pine cones; gravel 
and sand; hay and straw; earth, all kinds; kaolin and fire bricks; clay, all 
kinds; rags; slag and slag-stone; and joiners’ heavy wares. In the case of 
transport b; rail for a distance of more than 100 kilometres (about 62 miles), 
the restrictions also apply to all kinds of peat and peat products and fire- 
wood, with the exception of firewood conveyed for the account of the State 
Fuel Commission. H.M. Minister adds that fir and pine cones are now 
extensively used for fuel on some railways in consequence of the shortage of 
coal.

In Article 2 it is provided that the actual swm of money handed over on 
account of a war loss must not exceed the sum that would be paid for marine 
loss, any excess in the total amount due being invested in 5 per cent. 
Consolidated Lean Bonds by the insurer against war risks in the name 
of the insured, with a lien in favour of the insurer, which will cease to have 
effect two years after the conclusion of peace. 

Article 5 refers to losses of which no definite information is available and 
which originated before the issue of the Decree. In these cases any con- 
troversies arising between the insurers and the insured must be referred to 
a Board of three Arbitrators to be appointed by the Tribunal of Rome. 

The provisions of Article 1 apply also, under certain conditions, to the 
crew of a lost ship.

It should be noted that the figures quoted for pig iron are for metal pro- 
duced from Ontario ore only. 

It was anticipated that the production of gold from Ontario mines in the 
first half of 1917 would show a decline when compared with the corresponding 
period in 1916, owing to labour troubles and shortage of labour at Porcupine 
Camp. The majority of the mines have been developing their ore bodies and 
increasing milling capacity in preparation for the time after the war, when 
labour will be more plentiful and operating costs decreased. In the mean- 
time production and dividends have been curtailed. 

As a result of the high price of silver, production has been stimulated at 
the Cobalt Camp. Silver recovered from gold ores amounted to 3,492 
ounces, and from copper ores 646 ounces. 

Assays of samples of nickel-copper matte for their precious metal content 
were made for the Royal Ontario Nickel Commission. Platinum and palla- 
dium were found in quantities varying from 0382 ounces to 1°97 ounces per 
ton of matte. 

It is stated that a new nickel refinery utilising the electrolytic process 
is to be erected at Murray mine, and will have an initial capacity of 5,000 
tons of nickel per annum; another refinery at Port Colborne will produce 
7,000 tons of nickel yearly, and provision is made for increasing the capacity. 

The production of molybdenite is increasing rapidly. Concentrators are 
now in operation at Renfrew, Mount St. Patrick and Ottawa, and in the first 
half of this year treated ore from thirteen different mines. (D.C.I. 46,391.)

portion of the Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, and in the Winnipeg 
river and other streams flowing into Lake Winnipeg, there is enough water 
power to create at least 1,172,000 horse-power of hydro-electric energy. In 
the Athabasca, Peace, Churchill and other large rivers which drain the 
northerly portion of the three Provinces, there is, according to the very 
incomplete data that have been obtained, sufficient water power to create 
5,465,000 horse-power of energy. 

Unly twelve plants have as yet actually been established to make use of 
this large volume of power, and only 109,00U horse-power is actually being 
utilised, of which 107,000 horse-power is developed by four plants. Two of 
these plants are on the Winnipeg River, and belong to the Winnipeg Electric 


- Railway and the Municipal Ruilway respectively, and two are on the Bow 


River at Kananaskis, 50 miles west of the city of Calgary, where 31,000 
horse-power is developed and used mainly in lighting the city, running its 
street cars and supplying motive power at cheap rates to its industries. 
There is sufficient water-power in the Winnipeg River to produce, eventually, 
as great a volume of hydro-electric power as is now taken from Niagara 
Falls, and there is sufficient in the Bow River basin, supplemented by 
storage capacity, to create 93,000 horse-power, all within easy transmission

Although the native hoe is steadily disappearing before more advanced 
methods of tillage, it still holds its place in the more remote districts of 
Southern Rhodesia. Supplies of these hoes have been short, and native 
metal workers have been advised to increase their output of these imple- 
ments, the local manufacture of which had practically ceased during recent 
years. 

The use of wheeled vehicles is increasing, particularly in Matabeleland, 
where few of the wealthier and more progressive natives do not possess a 
wagon or cart of some kind. 

Steady progress has been made in tke construction of dipping tanks on 
native reserves. Six tanks have been installed in the Mrewa district, and a 
further six were to be installed later, while in other reserves arrangements 
have been made for a like provision. The initial cost and upkeep of these 
tanks, and the cost of supplies of dipping material, are defrayed by the 
native owners of cattle on the reserves.

regulations in order to render it complete; it was 
anticipated that these would be issued without delay, and that the Law would 
come into force at the beginning of September. 

The main provisions of this measure are: (1) That iron and steel works 
with an output of not less than 35,000 metric tons per annum will have the 
right to expropriate the owners of property on which it is necessary to locate 
the works; and (2) that works turning out not less than 5,250 metric tons 
per annum will be exempt for eleven years from business and income taxes, 
and from all forms of prefectural, local and municipal taxation, as well as 
being allowed to import free of duty the machinery, etc. required for the 
works. The figure of 35,000 metric tons is based on the assumption that it 
is not economical to erect works with a furnace capacity of less than 100 
tons per working day for 350 days, while the figure of 5,250 tons is based 
on a production of 15 tons per day for the same period, this amount being 
fixed tor the benefit of the smaller concerns. 

With great industrial activity existing in the country, and the shipbuilding 
boom at its height, the passing of this new Law has resulted in the launching 
of a number of new undertakings. Some of these schemes are financed 
and planned by important groups which have been impressed by the large 
increase in the consumption of iron in Japan, especially during the last few 
months.

The factory is 
approaching completion, and manufacture is expected to begin during the 
winter. The new company, it is said, will devote itself, in the first instanre, 
to the production of sacking, for which the demand at present exceeds the 
supply, owing partly to the fact that hemp is scarce in Norway. 





CHINA. 
H.M. Consul at Chefoo (Mr. H. F. King) writes that the Chefoo lace industry 
Chefoo Lace has felt the position created by the present high rate 


Industry. of silver exchange, and, for a time, very few orders 

were placed. The past few months, however, have 
seen a great revival of business, and the regular workers are now fully 
employ ed. 

The increased prices created by the rise in exchange would probably not 
have been so readily paid, but for the fact that Chefoo laces had always been 
sold at a very moderate figure, and, also, that very little lace is now to be 
obtained from European centres. 

Australia was again the principal market, and some very large orders 
have been booked from that country. 

The United States take filet laces, of which very few are produced in the 
Chefoo district. Nevertheless, very substantial orders have been placed for 
Chefvo laces, and there are indications of these goods coming much more into 
favour in the United States. 

The general quality of Chefoo lace now stands very high, and the demand 
is steadily increasing. ‘The range of styles and patterns is also being 
extended to meet enquiries, and the whole outlook for this industry is very 
promising. (D.C.L. 47,519.)

RUSSIA (Siberia). 


In a report on the timber resources of Siberia, published in the 10th 
September issue of the “ Weekly Bulletin” of the 


on sve of Canadian Department of Trade and Commerce, the 
Timber Industr Canadian Trade Commissioner at Omsk (Mr. L. D. 
y: Wilgress) states that the extent of forest lands of 


Asiatic Russia has been roughly estimated at 853,000,000 acres, of which 
nearly 700,000,000 acres now belong to the State. There are 465,000,000 
acres of virgin forest in that part of Siberia which lies west of Lake Baikal, 
while Eastern Siberia, though not so richly endowed, has sufficient timber to 
supply the requirements of foreign markets for many years to come. 

After referring to the principal timber trees of Siberia, the Trade Com- 
missioner goes on to say that the great forest wealth of the region is 
practically untouched, but that measures are now being considered whereby 
the forest resources of Siberia may be utilised to greater advantage. Con- 
ferences have been held between those interested in the timber trade and the 
State Departments concerned, and organisation and improved management 
are regarded as essential forthe development of an export trade. The 
enlargement of existing mills and the erection of new saw mills will be 
necessary, as well as the establishment of other industrial coucerns using 
wood as raw material. Closely related to the question of the organisation of 
the timber industry is the need for the creation of railways and waterways 
connecting Siberia with the markets of Western Europe. 

A railway has been projected to connect the lower reaches of the Obi river 
with one of the ports on the Arctic Ocean, west of the Kara Sea, with ice- 
free water during five months of the year. It is claimed that by means of 
such a line the freight rate from Omsk to London could be reduced to about 
24 roubles (about 50s. at par rate) per ton. The construction of a canal to 
connect the Obi river system with the Kama and Volga rivers of European 
Russia is also being considered. 

In Eastern Siberia cheap transport facilities are afforded by the Amur 
river system which flows through the country into the Pacific. The lumber 
industry on the Amur, however, is still in its infancy, and existing mills are 
not conveniently situated for export trading. The recent improvements to 
the port of Vladivostok, and the adaptation of the harbour facilities at

Nicolaievsk-on-Amur for the handling of timber, should greatly stimulate 
the shipping of forest products from Eastern Siberia, while the erection of 
mills in closer proximity to the water frontage available in this region would 
result in increased lumber shipments from the ports named. 

The extension of the export trade in Siberian timber would create a demand 
for a considerable amount of logging and saw-milling appliances. A steady 
demand for such appliances will in any event be assured by the development 
and growth of the country, apart from the export possibilities. Opportuni- 
ties may also arise for supplying mill and factory equipment, woor-working 

machine tools, pulp and paper “mill supplies, etc. The climatic and forest 
conditions of Siberia, and the circumstances under which lumber is cut, are 
in many respects similar to those of Canada. The Russians as a rule are 
ready to test the methods which have proved satisfactory in other countries, 
but up to the present practically no use has been made of up-to-date logging 
appliances. The scarcity and high cost of labour at the present time is 
directing the attention of timher producers to the question of introducing 
labour-saving devices. Enquiries are being made for portable hoisting 
cranes, and it is probable that other logging appliances, such as cableways, 
stationary engines, tractors, locomotives, etc., will come into demand. 

The saw-milling machines installed in the Siberian mills are almost all of 
the frame type. A number of adjustable saw blades, ranging from 16 to 26, 
are hung to a long reciprocating frame, which moves up and down at a 
comparatively slow speed. It is stated that this type of machine gives 
general satisfaction, being adapted to a variety of purposes, and not requiring 
highly-efficient labour for its operation—a point of considerable importance 
in view of the quality of the labour available. 

The management of the forest lands belonging to the Government in 
Siberia has been largely in the hands of the Colonisation Department of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. This Department operates several saw-mills and 
supplies the peasants and newly-arrived immigrants with building materials 
and other wood products which they require. ‘The head office of the Depart- 
ment in Siberia is situated at Omsk, and the Director has expressed his desire 
to receive quotations and other information from manufacturers of saw-milling 
and wood-working machinery. He would be especially interested in particu- 
lars of a circular saw machine adapted for cutting railway sleepers. Such a 
machine is required in Siberia, and is assured of a good sale if suitable. The 
Colonisation Department also desires to receive particulars of machines 
which would be suitable for the manufacture of the various parts of portable 
houses for immigrants and others. 

Owners of saw mills and timber properties in Western Siberia for the most 
part obtain machinery and other equipment throngh dealers in Petrograd 
and Moscow, who represent the manufacturers. ‘The trade in saw-milling 
machinery, etc. in Eastern Siberia is handled by firms in Vladivostok. The 
advisability of investigation of the situation by expert representatives of 
manufacturers is emphasised in the Report.

CANADA. 
The official “ Canada Gazette” of Ist September publishes an Order-in- 
a Council, dated 24th August, prohibiting, until further 
Sale of “ Canned notice, the sale or purchase of what are commonly

ese known as “canned vegetables’ within the Dominion 
of Canada. Having ascertained that, for various 


reasons, the canners of the Dominion are not able tc supply the demand 
for such products for the coming winter season, and as large supplies of 
fresh vegetables were expected on the market, the Government issued the 
Order with a view to conserving the supply of canned goods for later use. 
The prohibition applies to peas, beans, tomatoes, beets, celery, corn, 
spinach, rhubarb, and pumpkins, preserved in cans, glass jars, or any other 
container. ‘lhe Order does not apply (@) when such vegetables are sold by 
a manufacturer to a wholesaler, jobber or retailer, or by a wholesaler or 
jobber to a retailer; (b) when they are to be consumed in lumber, mining, 
or construction camps, or dining cars; or (¢c) when they form part of the 
contents of a can, etc., sold as soup, catsup, or pickles. It is provided, 
however, that when considered necessary or expedient, the Fond Controller 
of Canada may issue licences permitting the sale and consumption of canned 


vegetables. (D.C.1. 49,092.)

During his six months’ stay in the 
Argentine, the Commissioner intended to study the national industries of 
the country in order to arrive at the basis of future trade exchange. 

The principal trade the Union Government wish to develop, it is stated, is 
the export of coal to Argentina, the chief difficulty in this respect being the 
lack of tonnage. Other goods which the Union might export are tinned 
lobster and wines of superior quality. 

The preparations now being made are principally for trade after the war, 
the South African Government being fully alive to the possibilities of 
commercial exchange between the two countries. It is added that it is not 
outside the bounds of possibility that the Union Government and the 
Argentine Government will themselves inaugurate a direct line of steamships 
between Buenos Aires and the Cape. (D.C.1. 48,700.)

The Commission’s project provides for the completion of the Avenida 
Forestal-Centenario, the formation of an avenue 20 metres wide from the 
Calle San Alfonso to the Santa Elena Station of the State Railway, the 
extension of the Avenida Jeneral Velasquez, and the completion of the 
avenue round the Cerro Santa Lucia. Apart from these improvements, a 
special feature of the Bill is the proposed laying out of a large avenue 
between the Alameda de las Delicias and the Llano Subercaseaux, for which 
the Government would be empowered to invite public tenders. 

The Bill also proposes to authorise the President of the Republic to invest 
the sum of 3,000,000 pesos (paper) in the construction of a model market on 
State lands north of the Canal del Mapocho, and 4,000,000 pesos in the 
construction of a prison and the purchase of the necessary land therefor. 

Further, it is proposed to appoint a Board, to be known as the “ Junta de 
Trasfermacion de Santiago” to make arrangements for and control the 
carrying out of the city improvements. No person would be able to build in 
the city without first obtaining permission from this Board.
